WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—Steps 
to drive gangsters out of the beer 
and liquor industry are . being 
taken by the Senate crime in- 
vestigating committee, it was re- 
vealed today. 

Brewers and distillers have re- 
ceived a questionnaire from Sen- 
ator Estes Kefauver (Dem), Ten- 
nessee, requesting information 
about officers and principal stéck- 
holders of each corporation, lists 
of distributors and a statement of 
standards in the selection of dis- 
tributors. 

*The preface of the question- 
naire said: ' 

“Sufficient demonstration has 
been received of the infiltration 
of organized criminals in the 
channels of distribution of alco- 
holic beverages throughout the 
country to warrant making a com-

Brewers and distillers are asked 
to furnish the answers by next 
Wednesday, it being explained 
that the committee intends to as- 
semble the information before 
Nov. 10. The reason for the dead- 
line was not given. 

Hearings conducted by the 
crime committee at Kansas City 
and Chicage revealed some un- 
savory conditions in the liquor 
business. 

At Kansas City it was found 
that Joseph DiGiovanni, reputed 
head of the Mafia, secret ‘society, 
earns $80,000 a year as exclusive 
distributor of Seagram products. 
Another member of the DiGiovan- 
-e nue has the Schenley fran- 

se. 


Wolf C. Rimann, murdered pin- 
ball machine distributor and 
racketeer, had negotiated with the 
Schenley Co, for part of its Kan- 
sas City business before he was 
shot to death on a busy street. It 
also was shown that Tony Gizzo, 
Kansas City representative of the 
Capone syndicate, was connected 
with the Louis Greenberg Chicago 
brewery producing Canadian Ace 
Beer. 

In Chicago, the committee 
found that Joe Fusco, the Capone 
gang’s first authentic millionaire, 
has an income of $120,000 a year 
as an officer of the Gold Seal 
Liquor Agency, which has exclu- 
sive rights for distributing most 
of the Schenley line of mercHan- 
dise. Fusco in turn finances gang 
associates in retail liquor stores.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—Presi- 
dent Truman, who will decide 
when and if direct price and wage 
controls should be invoked as a 
means of checking the post-Korea 
inflation, has set no timetable for 
gauging the effectiveness of the 
present so-called indirect con- 
trols. . 

This was learned at the White 
House today from an authoritative 
source. Under the law the Presi- 
dent is directed to resort to price 
and wage controls after first try- 
ing voluntary methods and the 
indirect controls of credit restric- 
tions, materials allocations, in- 
creased production and increased 
taxation. 

Concurs With Symington. 

Truman’s present thinking is in 
accord with that of his mobiliza- 
tion director, W. Stuart Syming- 
ton of St. Louis, chairman of. the 
National Security Resources 
Board, who said earlier this week 
that the indirect controls ought 
to have a “good trial” before we 
start thinking about direct con- 
trols such as those over prices 
and wages.

As in the landings at the 
west coast port of Inchon Sept. 
15, the Leathernecks preceded 
the United States Seventh Infan- 
try Division ashore.

While minesweepers darted 
dangerously about clearing a 
channel through the minefield, 
the troop ships cruised up and

18-Mile Advance. 

The Korean Military Advisory 
Group (KMAG) reported that the 
honor of being the first U.N. foree 
to reach the Manchurian boun- 
dary fell to the Seventh Regiment 
of the ROK Sixth Division.

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TRUMAN MAY ACT ON EXTRA 
‘SESSION BEFORE ELECTION

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—Presi- 
fent Truman said today he was 
ponsidering calling a special ses- 
sion of Congress before Nov. 27, 
the date set when’ Congress re- 
cessed in September. 

If the earlier session is called, 
he told his press conference, there 
would be more working time to 
take up rent control, excess prof- 
its taxes, the vitally important 
question of statehood for Alaska 
and Hawaii and other measures. 


He pointed out that if Congress 
does not meet until Nov. 27, it 
would have only two and a half 
weeks of working time. This ob- 
servation was based on the as- 
sumption that Congress would 
adjourn around Dec. 15 for -the 
Christmas holidays. 

G.O.P. Charge of Trick. 

Although the President em- 
phasized the prospective working 
time, some Republicans have 
argued that the mere report that 


he was considering an earlier ses- | 


sion, which became current yes- 
terday, was a political trick to in- 


fluence the November congres- | 


sional elections. The theory back 
of this was that Truman was try- 


ing to persuade the voters that | 


something would be done soon 
about extension of rent control 
and the imposition of new taxes. 

Truman did not set a date for 
the earlier session. He said he 
had discussed the question with 
Vice President Barkley and 
wanted to confer with congres- 
sional leaders about it. The date 
most frequently mentioned is 
Nov. 15. 


Asked whether he would delay 
announcement of the decision un- 
til after the election, he said he 
would issue the call when and if 
he makes the decision. 

Asked whether rent restric- 
tions on commercial properties 
would be asked from Congress, 
he said that he did not know— 
that he had not gone into details 
on the subject. 


Undecided on Campaign. 


On the purely political front, 
Truman verified the report that 
Democratic National Chairman 
Boyle had urged him to make 
several campaign speeches. No 
decision, he said, had been 
reached about this. He has con- 
Sidered, he said, making one 
speech from Washington, presum- 
ably a nationwide broadcast, but 


as yet he has not made up his 
mind. 


He will go to Independence, 
Mo., Nov. 6, so he can vote on 
Nov. 7, and return immediately 
to Washington.

If the United States gives the 
project the same support it gave 
the Schuman Plan, said the 
French officials, a federated con- 
tinent would be inevitable and the 
resulting European army would 
use French and German regiments 
side by side as efficiently as the 
Pentagon directs sectional units 
under ¢he American flag. 

Under the French plan there 
would be a European assembly to 
oversee a European defense min- 
ister.

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TRON HEAD PLANS 
| COMEBACK ATTEMPT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP)— 
Carl G. Strandlund, whose plans 
to revolutionize the home build- 
ing industry crashed about his 
ears, is trying to make a come- 
back. 

His goal, the industrialist told 
reporters yesterday, is to rescue 
his big Columbus (O.) prefabri- 
cated housing plant from cred- 
itors, get it back in production, 
and make his critics eat their 
words, _ 

Strandlund said he is “declar- 
ing war” on the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, Government 
lending agency which he accuses 
of “sabotaging” his plans by at- 
tempting to put his Lustron Corp, 
out of business. ' 

The fate of the firm is being 
fought out in court. 

“The RFC has tried to sabotage 
me,” Strandlund said. “My tele- 
phone wires have been tapped, I 
believe, while people were inves- 
tigating ‘My operations. I have 
been hit hard, but I’m coming 
back. I hold the winning hand.” 
- Strandlund declined to disclose 
how he intends to raise the money 
needed to get the now-idle Lus- 
tron plant back into operation. 

Strandlund said, however, he 
expects to be in charge “in a 
few months at the outside.” The 
plant was closed when the RFC 
seized its assets and properties to 
satisfy its claims for $36,000,000 
in unpaid loans. 


FRANK SCHWALKE,

Ironically, despite the presiden- 
tial overtones of their contest, 
both Warren and Roosevelt are 
fighting alone, without any sub- 
stantial support from their re- 
spective political parties. The 
bulk of the energies and cam- 
paign funds of both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic organiza- 
tions are going into the sena- 
torial struggle. 

The Nixon-Douglas clash is a 
clear-cut test of public reaction 
to the Truman Administration’s 
policies regarding Commtinism at 
home and abroad. 

Nixon, co-author of the contro- 
versial Mundt-Nixon Bill, is cred- 
ited with forcing the perjury 
prosecution of Alger Hiss through 
his membership on the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee. He charges that the national 
administration has failed to meet 
the Communist menace with suf- 
ficient vigor both internally and 


externally. He favors. all-out 
American aid to the Chiang Kai- 
shek regime on Formosa. 

Mrs. Douglas Campaign. 

Mrs. Douglas is campaigning 
as an administration supporter. 
Vice President Alben Barkley, 
Attorney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath, and a score of other top 
Administration officials have 
stumped the state to back her 
claim of President Truman’s per- 
sonal support. 

The visiting orators had a few 
kind words to say about Jimmy 
Roosevelt, too, but made it plain 
that the Democratic National 
Committee is far more anxious to 
have Mrs. Douglas elected to the 
Senate seat vacated by the re- 
tirement of Senator. Sheridan 
Downey than for the party to win 
the executive mansion at Sactra- 
mento. 

Senator Downey, a Democrat, 
has enraged the party stalwarts 
by sitting down on the sidelines 
and proclaiming his complete 
neutrality. His Republican col- 
league, Senator William F. Know- 
land, is stumping for Nixon. 

Thus far, the gubernatorial and 
senatorial campaigns have been 
almost completely divorced. War- 
ren, noted for his nonpartisanship 
in state affairs, hasn't even pub- 
licly indorsed his Republican run- 
ning mates. 

Roosevelt has gibed at Warren’s 
“nonpartisanship” as a ruse by 
which a Republican can win elec- 
tion in a state with an over- 
whelming Democratic registra- 
tion. He has also jabbed un- 
mercifully at every target of op- 
portunity—sneering at Warren’s 
political capitalization of his at- 
tractive family, accusing the gov- 
ernor of being a tacit ally of the 
special interest lobbyists, chal- 
lenging Warren’s sincerity as a 
racket buster and advocate of 
medical insurance, charging the 
governor with sabotaging the 
California school system. -

Ghastly Ordeal.

N the friendly warmth of this 
hospital American soldiers are 
recovering slowly from the hor- 
rors of weeks spent as captives 
of the North Korean Reds. 
Their ghastly ordeal is being 
pushed into the shadowy back- 
ground of experience with the 
realization that they are safe 
among friends, and that soon they 
be able to return to a normal 
e. 


The survivors of the Sunchon 
massacre—in which at least 68 
Americans were murdered—have 
even reached the point where 
some of them are beginning to 
gripe mildly about hospital rou- 


e. 
That’s a good sign. -A soldier 
who gripes is suffering from a 
common ailment among all troops 
who must knuckle down to any 
kind of discipline. It usually 
means he’s just normal. 

Last Saturday one soldier lay 
on a ridge above the scene of the 
massacre —a gaunt youth whose 
eyes showed the suffering he had 
endured. He said he was able to 
crawl down the ridge without 
help if necessary to get to a truck 
convoy. 

Today the same soldier lay be- 
tween clean white sheets and 
looked around for the nurse. 

“That nurse hasn’t been around 
for 15 minutes,” he griped “I 
wonder how long I’m going to 
have to wait for her.” 

Some of the men were grum- 
bling because they were on a 
liquid diet and couldn’t have 
steaks. But the nurses and doc- 
tors don’t mind this kind of grip- 
ing. It’s a pretty good sign the 
patient is doing all right. 

The big problem for most of 
the massacre survivors is to re- 
gain the pounds they lost during 
weeks of starvation and mistreat- 
ment. Some lost as-much as 50 
and 60 pounds. 

Lanky M. Sgt. Barney Ruffatto 
of Lead, S. D., weighed 180 pounds 
but now can muster only 130. Yet 
he is sitting in bed calmly smok- 
ing his pipe and chattering to any 
- the nurses who happen to stop

Every once in a while a Red 
Cross girl makes the rounds of 
the wards to see if the men need 
cigarettes, toilet articles or writ- 
ing materials.

Posiversity audience last night that this nation must not permit 

a fear of Communism to halt “the orderly process of social 
change or lesson the “brotherhood of American citizens.” 

Baruch spoke ‘on the democracy of Woodrow Wilson who, he 
said, “made himself the vehicle through which the long-frustrated 
desires of many millions of Americans could find expression in laws 
designed to perpetuate the greatest of all American heritages— 
freedom of opportunity for every American.” 


“Today there is some tendency we have been so occupied with 


to oppose change out of fear of 
the violent, total social overturn 
which is Communism,” Baruch 
said. “But it seems to me much 


wiser that we should resolutely 
keep the stream of orderly change 
moving and the channels of op- 
portunity open. A long life the has 
just turned 80) has taught me that 
social change cannot be prevented, 
but that it can be justly regulated 
and controlled for the benefit of 
all. If not, our form of govern- 
ment will fail, and the high hopes 
of all mankind will fail.” 


Baruch said, “Today the demo- 
cratic way of life is in a struggle 
with a philosophy which teaches 
that the individual human being 
has no rights against the state. 
In Communist doctrine it is the 


‘state which gives man only such 


rights and privileges as it chooses 
to accord to him. Our conception 
is exactly the opposite. To us the 
state exists to serve the indi- 
vidual. This was basic in Wilson’s 
creed. He early emphasized that 
the individual is ‘the first fact of 
liberty.’ There is ‘no corporate 
liberty,’ he insisted, ‘liberty be- 
longs to the individual or it does 
not exist.’ | 
“This was the first principle, 
but liberty and discipline go to- 
gether. ‘Liberty,’ he said, ‘is not 
itself government. In the -wrong 
hands, in the hands of‘the un- 
practiced and undisciplined, it is 
incompatible with government,’” 


Even Humblest Can Help. 


The adviser to presidents, who 
worked closely with Wilson, said 
that even the humblest citizen 
can do something to influence 
public decisions, and said that a 
personal attitude that one’s ef- 
forts are “too little, too helpless, 
to count’... is the very negation 
of democracy. 


“Never make yourself a zero. 
Always know that there is some- 
thing the humblest of us can do to 
influence public decisions, if only 
a little, and that it is your duty 
to do your bit. 

“Each one must be guided, not 
solely by his own interest, but the 
paramount interests of the na- 
tion, for without just laws justly 
administered, there can be no 
government, no liberty, no free- 
dom. 

“Above all, do not sell the 
American dream short... . Lately 


the danger of world Communism, 
with its threat of destruction of 
all freedoms that means most to 
us, that we have tended to fall 
into negative habits. We have 
been so intent upon stopping 
something that we forget the af- 
firmative business of creation. 
“Dangerous” Tendency, 

“That is dangerous. We must 
never forget that it is we and 
our forbears who have given the 
world its great enduring values, 
that we have lifted man to his 
greatest height, and that it is 
the very hunger for our freedoms, 
especially freedom from misery, 
which lays tle depressed multi- 
tudes of the earth open to Com- 
munism’s appeal. 

“Although it is necessary to be 
alert against those who would 
subvert our liberties, it is even 
more essential that we keep our 
faith in one another. We must 
preserve the brotherhood of 
American citizens, and remember 
that the vast bulk of them is the 
most loyal and dependable people 
in the world. 

“Let us, therefore, remember 
that it is still our function to 
lead, to hold our values high and 
to show men practical ways to at- 
tain. them. I repeat Presideht 
Wilson’s warning, ‘Liberty is not 
itself government. In the wrong 
hands, in the hands of the un- 
practiced and undisciplined, it is 
incompatible with government.’

From Mrs. Sentner’s Husband 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch editorial poses the 
real question when it asks—“How Will 
It End?” 

It seems impossible, unbelievable, but 
the tragic truth is that Washington, 
without warrant, has invaded a home 
and arrested the mother of two small 
children. On orders from Washington, 
my wife is being held in the City Jail 
awaiting transfer to Ellis Island. She 
is subject to immediate deportation to 
a foreign land. 


She was at liberty on $2000 bail after 
being arrested on a deportation war- 
rant in October, 1949. No action was 
taken by the Government to cancel her 
bail. A hearjng on her case hasn’t even 
A y2ar ago she ap- 

lied for citizenship. No action has 

en taken on this application. 

Why is my wife threatened with de- 
portation? She was only 8 years old— 
the same age as my youngest daughter 
—when brought to our country. She 
went to parochial and public schools. 
All that my wife knows she learned in 
America. If she fought against poverty, 
hunger and the black-list. it is because 
as the daughter of a coal miner, she 
had first-hand knowledge of these evils. 


If she fought against discrimination, 
it is because she had first-hand knowl- 
edge of how the foreign-born, Negroes 
and Jews are discriminated against. If 
she hates war and works for peace, it 
is because her family lost one of its 
dear ones in the last war. 


Was it wrong for my wife to work 
against these evils that infest our coun- 
try? Will her deportation and the de- 
struction of our home and family cor- 
rect these evils in America? 


It is clear that my wife has become 
the first St. Louis victim of the Me- 
Carran-Kilgore police state law. Unless 
repealed in total, no home is safe 
against the Gestapo movements orig- 
inating in this law. 


This despicabie, cowardly attempt to 


shatter my home and tear my wife 
away from her children and loved ones 
will not succeed. I will fight for her 
freedom and right to remain with her 
children and lovéd ones at home in St. 
Louis, Mo., U.S.A. I feel that I am 
not alone in this fight. 

I am confident that the people will 
rally to this cause for justice and the 
preservation of democratic liberties in 
America by demanding the right of bail 
and fair trial on the charges made 
against my wife, Tonie Sentner.

“In our opinion, the most important single 
issue in St. Louis today is what has happened 
to Mrs. Antonia Sentner. It is important not 
because of what Mrs. Sentner believes or does 
not believe. It is important because what has 
happened to her could happen to any other resi- 
dent of this*city—or any other American city, 
town or village. 

Mrs. Sentner was arrested Monday by local 
agents of Naturalization and Immigration Serv- 
ice, which comes under the Department of Jus- 
tice. She was seized on telegraphic order from 
Washington. C. A. Ramsey, head of the nat- 
uralization office in St. Louis, declines to say 
whether the telegram stated the cause of ar- 
rest. Counsel for Mrs. Sentner said that no cause 
was given. She was arrested. She was put in 
City Jail. There she is four days later. 

The Post-Dispatch holds no more brief for 
Mrs. Sentner and her Communist husband, Wil- 
liam Sentner, than for the Communist party 
leaders convicted in New York under the Smith 
Act. Her husband’s noxious doctrine of class 
struggle is a great disservice to democracy. If it 
were to.win control in this country as it has 
done in Russia, our free way of life would fall 
before the iron hand of dictatorship. It is, to 
use the late Justice Holmes memorable words, 
“thought that we hate.” 

But after we repudiate the Sentner views, 
we must then defend Mrs. Sentner’s rights as a 
resident of the United States. If she can be 
arrested without a showing of cause, the most in- 
nocent, law-abiding person can be arrested 
without cause. If she can be held behind bars 
without bail, part of the time at least virtually 
incommunicado, then anyone else can be held 
without bail and under the same frightening 
circumstances. 

Federal Judge Hulen showed his grave con- 
cern when he said: 

It looks to me like the whole thing: is 


pretty ind@finite. Certainly a person has a 
right to know why he has been taken into 


custody. 

Until Assistant United States Attorney Freer 
answers on Friday the petition for Mrs. Sent- 
ner’s release, it will not be known why the At- 
torney General ordered Mrs. Sentner held with- 
out bond. This arrest shows how far Congress 
departed from cherished procedures of justice 
and fair play when it passed the vindictive Mc- 
Carran Act over President Truman’s veto. 

Ten of the convicted Communist leaders are 
on bail and will be on bail until the Supreme 
Court disposes of their appeal. By an embar- 
rassing coincidence, at almost the very hour 
Mrs. Sentner was being arrested in St. Louis, 
the Supreme Justices were agreeing to hear a 
constitutional test of the Smith Act defendants. 
Freedom on bond for 10 accepted heads of the 
Communist party by Supreme Court order. 
Seizure and jail without explanation for a 
woman never formally charged with being a 
Communist. 

This shows how far our great country has 
permitted itself to be confused by the Commu- 
nist issue. We print today from a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch by Mrs. Sentner’s husband because 
it shows how readily this police state arrest in- 
vites attack. We print it also to demonstrate 
to the Sentners that they enjoy freedom of ex- 
pression in the United States—a freedom which 
would be denied them in Russia. 

If the Federal Government has a case against 
Mrs. Sentner let it say in open court what that 
case is, There may be such a case and, if so, 
it is only foolish to weaken it by a sudden and 
unexplained arrest. As it stands now, the Sent- 
ner case is typical of what might happen in 
Romania or Bulgaria or,some other dictator-run 
satellite behind the Iron Curtain. 
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Way Down in Washington 

The only place we know of where there are 
likely to be more Missourians than in Missouri 
is Washington, where the expatriates have man- 
aged to retain their solidarity in two ways.

This sounds a little more like tin pan alley 
than Missouri, but come to think of it, the words 
of “The Missouri Waltz” sound a little like a 
minstrel show, so the issue now clearly lies with 
the music. The waltz is pleasant music; about 
the proposed substitute we do not know. 

But way out here in the state with the good 
old name, it’s clear as a bell that the folks who 
are the finest of the free will have-to be shown. 
We mean Missouri. 
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President Truman and Mr. Hennings 
, The two major political parties are fighting 
out dMfissouri’s senatorial campaign like reluc- 
tant dragons. President Truman has not pledged 
a public indorsement of Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 
The Republican city candidates, without men- 
tioning Senator Donnell, have openly told St. 
Louis voters how to split their ballots. 
Ordinarily the parties whoop and holler for 
the top.men on their tickets, so their current 
shyness is strange. By pouring low-grade anti- 
freeze on Senator Donnell, the St. Louisans on 
his ticket indicate some doubt that he will carry 
this city. Mr. Hennings’ failure to win either

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France Proposes a Solution 

The French cabinet's approach to the prob- 
lem of defending Western Europe seems to be 
the most well-considered and most reasonable 
pian put forward thus far. In essence, it is to 
begin the organization of Western Europe first, 
and then give Germans arms to help defend 
themselves and the whole Western world. 

Starting frométhe gene -accepted premise 
that Western Europe's military forces should be 
integrated, the cabinet defined the term and 
added an essential proviso. The coal-steel pool 
treaty, Premier Pleven said, should be signed 
before German troops are recreated. 

The French recognize that German strength 
for aggression’ was compounded from a muylti- 
tude of intertwined factors, of which the Wehr- 
macht was only one. Equally essential were 
totalitarian control over heavy industry, the 
civil service, education; and France proposes to 
make sure that the soldiers and the industrial 
capacity of Germany in the future will not be 
exclusively available to another Hitler. 

Looking forward to the possibility of some 
future German military coup, of another march 
into the Rhineland, for example, France insists, 
as an additional safeguard, that German troops 
in a potential West European army be organized 
in units smaller than divisions. 

It has been argued that insistence on agree- 
ment to the coal-steel plan first might hold up 
too long the creation of a Western European 
army. But only a limited number of military 
supplies of all kinds are going to be available 
in the next few months anyway, and they ought 
to be devoted to rearming first France, Britain 
and the United States. 

And with the prize of future German troops 
to help in the common defense dangling before 
their eyes, Western Eufope’s statesmen might 
suddenly see their way clear to hurdling the 
roadblocks of details which are stalling the 
coal-steel pool negotiations at the moment. 

It is not only the French who _ recegnize 
clearly the real dangers of German rearmament. 
In Germany, amid the ghastly ruins of Hitler's 
experiment in militarism, there is determined 
and understandable opposition to rearmament. 

On the right, prominent Lutheran leaders are 
organizing to fight the move, or at least to fénd 
it off until full sovereignty is restored to the 
country. On the left, the Social Democrats have 
made opposition to rearming Germans a party 
cause, and Social Democratic state governors 
are urging that even the projected central se- 
curity police force be cut from 30,000 to 10,000 
men. 

But if the French proposals were adopted as 
common Western policy, then much of this Ger- 
man reluctance could be overcome. For Ger- 
mans then could begin to take their place as 
free, honorable members of a Western Europe 
on its way to unification. There could be no bet- 
ter rejoinder to the empty propaganda for Ger- 
man “peace and unity’ which emanated from the 
Prague conference of the Kremlin's world. 
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Claptrap 

Speaking at Kirksville, Senator Wherry of 
Nebraska says that there have been no wars un- 
der Republican Presidents, in office 24 of the 
last 50 years, and three wars under Democratic 
Presidents in office about the same length of 
time. 

The Minority Leader in the Senate gave out 
a somewhat similar line last week at Belleville.

Hitler in power in Germany? Then they had bet- 
ter check some more dates. 

Why go further? The American people have 
better sense than to be influenced by such 
blatant demagogy. Indeed, we credit Messrs. 
Wherry, Donnell and Dirksen themselves with 
knowing better. It only shows what politicians 
will do and say when they are in a mad scram- 
ble for votes!

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Stop-Gap Against Injustice 

Secretary Marshall's instructions to the civil- 
ian chiefs of the individual armed services con- 
cerning the manner in which members of the 
reserves are to be called for active duty should 
help appreciably in clearing up the existing in- 
ordinate confusion in this field. 

Members of the reserves have been unable 
to make any sort of plans for the future, because 
they have never known whether tomorrow's mail 
would include a recall to service. As a result, 
some of them have been denied jobs and promo- 
tions, and they have not known whether they 
would be able to fulfill even shortterm con- 
tracts. : 

But now the armed forces,ghave been in- 
structed to make orderly plans for the future, 
according to presently known requirements. 
They have been ordered to decide now for the 
next four months who will be needed and who 
will not, and inform the members of their re- 
serves accordingly. In addition, they have been 
instructed to return reserve soldiers, sailors and 
airmen to civilian life as soon as they have been 
properly trained. 

All this will help eliminate unnecessary in- 
justices. But it is only a stop-gap. The root of 
the matter is to spread the privilege and burden 
of helping to defend the nation equally among 
all qualified citizens. In addition, the largest 
possible pool of trained manpower needs to be 
built. Congress can accomplish both those ends 
by heeding the President's request to enart uni- 
versal military training.

A visitor to the’ United States Senate 
during the first crucial days of the Korean 
war asked a newspaper correspondent: 

“Who are the half-dozen most important 
men in the Senate?” 

“Scott Lucas of Illinois is at least four 
of them,” was the reply. 


The answer, seemingly flippant, was to 
the point. For, besides holding the top 
Senate position of majority leader, the 
hard-working, six-foot-two senior Senator 
from Illinois actually holds down the key 
positions of party 
caucus chairman, 
steering-c om m ittee 
chairman, and pol- 
icy-committee chair- 
man. 

All four jobs add 
up to the significant 
fact that the gentle- 
man from Illinois is 
easily the most pow- . 
erful member of the 
most powerful legis- 
lative body in the 
world. 

The willingness to 
fight is nothing new Scott Lucas 
in Lucas’ career. Old- 
timers still recall the days when young 
“Scotty” played end for Illinois Wesleyan. 
The tenacity that won him all-conference 
honors on the gridiron continues to serve 
him well as Senate leader. 

Soon after his unanimous election in 
1948 to his present job, a Dixiecrat-Re- 
publican coalition, determined to block 
the Administration's civil-rights program, 
“tackled” Lucas with every parliamentary 
trick in the book, including filibusters. 


Victories in Congress 


Just when the entire Administration 
program seemed lost, Lucas hurried back 
to the Senate floor to do battle. Ever 
since, he has kept up a 16-haqur-a-day 
schedule which, despite defeat of the civil- 
rights and Taft-Hartley repeal measures, 
turned the record of the Eighty-first Con- 
gress yg an Administration liability to 
a credit.

The Communist 
invasion proved him to be far more far- 
sighted than his political opponents—or 
even the military experts. 

Son of a tenant farmer in the Lincoln- 
Douglas country of downstate Illinois, Lu- 
cas at 17 was teaching all eight grades in 
the “toughest’* school of Mason County.

His independence made it possible for

Senators of both parties, and to fight Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's plan to “pack” the Su- 
preme Court. Also, he was free to oppose 
tax and regulatory laws he considered un- 
fair to the average little business man. 


The same independence, however, made 
all the more impressive his fight for New 


Deal measures he considered necessary to 


save the American free-enterprise system, 
as well as his support of Roosevelt's pre- 
Pearl Harbor program to make the United 
States the “arsenal of democracy.” 

When Lucas was renominated for the 
Senate in 1944, his courage inspired hun- 
dreds of influential Republican business 


men to form an independent committee, © 


raise money and campaign for him. This 
same'group is again supporting Lucas for 
re-election. 

In a state traditionally split between big 
city and country, upstate and downstate 
interests, with Democrats and Republicans 
still expressing hostilities going back to 
the Civil War, Lucas has proved himself 
one of the few political personages ac- 
ceptable to all Illinois. 


A Man Who “Runs Scared” 


Lucas’ tireless energies flow in many 
channels. He is probably the outstanding 
athlete, marksman, and golfer in the Sen- 
ate. He is also the Senate candidate for 
“Mr. America’—with a Barrymore profile 
and an Olympian physique. Moreover, he 
is probably the only member of Congress 
to bring down three mallard ducks with 
one shot. This feat, witnessed by seven 
fellow hunters, was reported by Robert 
Ripley. 

A half-century ago, Grandpop Lucas 
gave young Scott a piece of advice he has 
always remembered: “To get somewhere 
fast, you got to run scared!” 

Now, Lucas knows that former Congress- 
man Everett Dirksen, his Republican op- 
ponent, is one of the shrewdest competi- 
tors he has ever faced. The compalge 
Lucas had planged was to ‘carry him to

THE OLD BAILEY AND ITS TRIALS, by 
O'Donnell, (Macmillan, 226 pgs., $2.50.) 
There can scarcely be any question that 

the Old Bailey is, as the author of this in- 

formal history claims, the most famous 
criminal law court in the world. Its fame 
is as general as such other English insti-

tutions as the Bank of England and “the » 


Mother of Parliaments.” its official name 
is the Central Criminal Court, but it has 
been known as the Old Bailey since 
almost the beginning of London's history, 
and it has occupied the agme site, at the 
corner of Newgate in the heart of the city.

Never, in his two-year career 
under Sawyer did he start a game 
until he was the “surprise-of-my- 
life” nominee of kindly Eddie to 
pitch the World Series opener 
against the Yankees, a game he 
lost 1 to 0 only because the Yan- 
kees put together a double by 
Bobby Brown and a pair of fly 
balls for a cheap but mighty dear 
lone tally. During those two years 
he worked in 127 games, 53 in 
1949. and 74 this year. 

It became a rule around the 
loop that you had to beat the 
Phillies in six or seven innings 
because after that Konstanty 
would come in and goose-egg the 
opposition the rest of the way. 
His 16 victories, a vast number 
for a relief hurler, put him be- 
hind only the big two starting duo 
of Robin Roberts with 20 and 
Curt Simmons with 17. His 74 
relief jobs broke every record in 
the major league books save the 
“dark ages” mark of 75 by Bill 
White of the Cincinnati Red 
Stockings of 1879. 

Rizzuto’s Records. 

Rizzuto, who had a dull day if 
he didn’t rob three or four batters 
of base hits, had the widest range 
of any major league shortstop, 
despite his 5-foot 6-inch stature.

Others up near the top are Tu- 
lane with 166,666 for four, Cali- 
fornia. with 154,000 for three, 
Southern Methodist with 130,847 

‘for two. Some 20 schools already 
are over the 100,000 mark.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP)— 
Business loan expansion by Fed- 
eral Reserve member banks 
slowed to a near-halt in the week 
ended Oct. 18, the Federal Re- 
serve Board reported yesterday. 

The volume of loans by banks 
in leading cities increased a mere 
$5,000,000 in that week after av- 
eraging gains of $160,000,000 for 
the 16 weeks since the Korean 
war broke out. 

The rapid upsurge in these 
loans since the Korean fighting 
touched off a domestic boom had 
put the board under pressure to 
increase reserve requirements on 
it. members, thereby freezing 
about $2,500,000,000 in funds now 
available for loans. 

Even with the abrupt  slow- 

down, the $5,000,000 sent total 
business loans by these banks to 
a_ record of $16,147,000,000, re- 
flecting a $2,500,000,000 increase 
over the last 12 months. 
- Real estate loans pushed to an- 
other new high of $5,102,000,000 
on the strength of a $16,000,000 
increase in the Oct. 18 week, the 
first week after controls were ap- 
plied to mortgage credit to brake 
the home building boom. 

The slowdown in business ivan 
expansion was due principally to 
a $56,000,000 decline in business 
loans in the New York City dis- 
trict.

Aircraft Builder Glenn L. Mar- 
tii declared recently that the 
United States is building “fantas- 
tic’ new weapons capable of over- 
coming an enemy with a 20-to-1 
numerical superiority in man- 
power. 

Hints pf New Developments. 

Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Army 
chief of staff, said recently the 
Army has a guided missile which 
gives promise of being able to 
destroy enemy planes at ranges 
beyond 12 miles. 

Similarly, the Navy has report- 
ed such progress that Congress 
appropriated funds for converting 
a cruiser into a guided-missile 
launching ship. It also plans to 
try sinking a big ship at sea with 
a guided missile. 

Navy jet-powered “loon” mis- 
siles, designed to carry more than 
| 100 miles, have already been 
launched successfully from a sub- 
marine. 
| The Air Force is reported work- 
ing on guided missiles which 
could be launched from a mother 
plane well beyond the reach of 
any known anti-aircraft weapon. 
| In Detroit, Keller said while he 
is retaining his connection with. 
Chrysler Corp., he welcomed the 
appointment as an “opportunity 
to advise and assist the armed 
services to whatever extent my 
experience will be valuable to 
them.”

cutback in the veterans hospi- 
tal construction program, or- 


difficult, if not impossible, to 
staff completely with adequate 
professional personnel” all of 
the 131,504 beds in VA’s ex- 
panded hospital progrem. 

3. Described the transfer of 
the 1600-bed Birmingham VA 
hospital from Van Nuys, Calif., 
to Long Beach, Calif., as “jus- 
tified on the basis of consider- 
able monetary saving with no 
lessening in standards of medi- 
cal care. 

4. Recommend that Congress 
give VA a policy to follow aa to 
treatment or non-treatment of 
veterans’ disabilities not con- 
nected with. miilitary service. 
In the committee’s opinion, the 
current hospital construction 
program is adequate for service- 
connected cases. 

5. Described the administra- 
tion of VA’s medical service as 
“cumbersome and unwieldy,” 
and recommended that a man- 
agement survey be made. 

6.. Said the VA had made 
vast strides in raising the qual- 
ity of medical care since Sep- 
tember, 1945. ~° 

7. _Deplores budget and per- 
sonnel cuts which have “led to 
a feeling of insecurity and un- 
rest in the VA medical serv- 
ice, have brought about a num- 
ber of resignations, and have 
caused many of the young doc- 
tors in training to decide against 
a career in the VA.” 

8. Declared that large-scale 
mobilization of VA doctors who 
have reserve commissions would 
seriously curtail the operation 
of veterans hospitals. 

The committee also urged that 
a program be adopted for the re- 
placement of “certain VA hos- 
pitals” by hospitals so located as 
to take into account concentra- 
tions of veteran’s population, 
sources of medical personnel at 
nearby medical centers and uni- 
versities, and geographical preva- 
lence of specific diseases. 

It said the distribution prob- 
lem is particularly acute in the 
case of tuberculosis hospitals. Of 
2337 tuberculosis patients on VA's 
hospital waiting lists last June, 
for example, there were 832 in 
the Boston area and only 66 in 
the St. Louis area. 

President Truman appointed 
the special committee June 15, 
partly because of protests over 
the Van Nuys Hospital closing.

“Since efficiency cannot be im- | 
proved suddenly, we must work 


somewhat longer hours in the | | 


meanwhile. | 

“Temporarily.” Wilson said, “we | 
should increase the average work | 
week to as much as 45 hours in 
order not to decrease the amount , 
of consumer goods available and 
at the same time produce neces- 
Sary military goods.” 

The 40-hour work week could 
be restored later, he said. The 
Federal Wage and Hour Act now 
provides a work week of 40 hours, 
with excess time to be paid at 
time and one-half. 

Wilson termed his proposal, | 
“the only way to avoid more infla- 
tion and at the same time have | 
both guns and butter.” 

He said simultaneous produc- 
tion for war and peace poses a 
“serious” problem of inflation. 

“Must Pay As We Go.” 

“The only way we can avoid 
serious inflation in the face of a 
military and world aid program 
is to recognize that as a nation 
we must pay as we go,” he said. 

“Misuse or abuse of credit, 
subsidies, speculation and unbal- 
anced budgets always have their 
afiermath,” he warned. 

Wilson urged that the Govern- 
ment make known its require- | 
ments for military materials and 
review stockpiling policies with 
producers. 


He said that “without this care- 
ful appraisal of our materia) re- 
quirements, it will be impossible 
to make intelligent decisions re- 
garding necessary curtailment of 
civilian production.” 

Wilson said present military 
contracts probably won't. absorb 
5 per cent of the automotive in, 
dustry’s manpower or 2 per cent | 
of its supplies during the next 
six months. | 

He predicted that automobile 
production would continue on a 
high level despite recent credit | 
- restrictions “unless there is some | 
artificial and unnecessary addi- 
tional curtailment of the busi- 
ness.”

A Doctor Revisits 
His Boyhood Home

NE of these winters when we have time on 


our hands, there is a project we want to carry 

out. This is to cover one of the study walls 

with plain paper and to inscribe thereon a “family 

'. tree” of the inhabit- 

ants of Bellevue Val- 

ley. As always hap- 

yens in an old and 

stable community, 

many of the original 

settlers’ names are 

still represented here, 

or are at least carried 

down on the distaff 

side of families now 

farming in the valley. 

Moreover, the lines of 

relationship become 

rather complex and, 

not being natives, we 

are always getting 

brat) mixed up on who is 

; whose cousin or broth- 

er-in-law. Our own farm is one of the earliest 

to be settled in the area, part of it, at least, dating 

back to a Spanish grant made in 1797 to William 

Reed by De Luziere, commandant at Nouvelle 
Bourbon near Ste. Genevieve.

MANY OF THE EARLIEST settlers were Scotch 
Presbyterians from North Carolina and among the 
families who took up land we find such names as 
Miles Goforth, Solomon and Martin Ruggles, Aquil- 
la Low, John Ottery, Robert Sloan, several Reeds 
and Russells, Ananias McCoy and James Relfe. The 
fact that many of these families are still repre- 
sented in the valley or on the farms extending up 
Big river to Belgrade speaks well for the quality 
and longevity of our limestone soils which have 
been devoted largely to the raising of livestock. 
It was probably not until the first World War that 
these natural grasslands were plowed up and 
planted to wheat and corn, a farm practice that 
took heavy toll of fertility. Now the tendency is 
again toward grass farming and one can literally 
measure the value of each farm in the valley by 
the number of acres of improved pasture to be 
found on it. The best land is found where the 
cow has replaced the plow. 

* * * 

THESE SPECULATIONS about the early days 
were actually brought about by a recent visitor 
to Possum Trot. Perhaps a year ago, a letter came 
from Dr. Frank Settle of Long Beach, Calif. He’d 
read our column from time to time and learned 
that we lived on the farm where he was raised, 
although he wasn't sure he recognized it trom our 
description. Some correspondence was exchanged 
and, a month or two ago, wr. Settle wrote that 
he and bis wife hoped to visit Missou:i 1: October. 
Last Sunday was the day set for the visit and it 
would have been hard to find a better one, for the 
weather was warm and sunny and the foliage at 
the peak of its color. In Pocfosi.they stopped to 
pick up cousin Jim Settle and his girls, Sally 
and Margaret Mary, and then drove on out to 
the farm. Although his daughters 2>e contempora- 
ries of ours, cousin Jim himself seems hardly older 
to me than when I was a youngster in Putosi some 
40. years ago; a matter, I am convinced, of the 


spirit.

DR. FRANK SETTLE left Bellevue Valley a good 
many years ago and has had a brilliant medical 
career at Mayo’s in Rochester and out on the 
West Coast. .Yet he admitted a nostalgia fcr the 
Ozark hills of his youth and told us many a tale 
of the olden days—of turkey tunting and corn 
husking and square dancing in the times when 
folks still had the capacity and ability to create 
their own fun. I think he missed the old log 
barns and granaries which, having outlived their 
usefulness, have been torn down and replaced by 
others built with an eye for efficiency. But having 
visited the farm a dozen years ago when it was 
badly on the downgrade. I know he experienced 
a sense of satisfaction at sering the fields he'd 
known as a boy once more green and productive. 
Even the house, which his father built in the early 
90s, he agreed was as comfortable and homelike 
as he remembered it. For my part, I wished 
there had been time to gather together all the 
neighbors in the valley with whom Dr. Frank 
had grown up; and what a story-telling that 
wourc have been. But time was tov short and our 
visitors left with the promise that they'd make 
another pilgrimage with more hours (to spare. 


THE DAY WAS A BUSY ONE, for all Missouri 
seemed to be on an outing and a large proportion 
of them enjoying the beauty of highway 21 which 
heads down into the big springs country. We'd 
planred a picnic on the ast Pond with Marge 
and Jimmy Nordman, who had come to spend the 
Gay, but it was mid-afternuur before we got aWay 
and even then, when he came back at dark, we 
found notes from a half-dozen vititors on the 
dvorstep. The pond, nowever, lies on the far side 
or the creek and a long halt-mile from the house, 
so that it provides a real sense of seclusion. You 
can sometimes hear the roar of traffic on the high- 
way, @ mile to westward. “ut you're just as likely 
to hear a fox barking, frum down in the _ranite 
“shut-ins” along Saline Creek, or the hounds 
running, away up on the Buford hills.

“You take Hitler or Stalin and 
you find the same situation. In 
a dictatorship, those in power are 
scared of anything they don’t un- 
derstand and cannot use for their 
own purpose, which means that 
any kind of experimental work in 
the arts and sciences is frowned 


upon,

many, to be considered a 
good painter, you must 
choose a subject approved by the 
man in power.
